Ar this time while the eastern people 
are agitating the petroleum question and 
realizing immense profits from their in- 
vestments therein, the following extrac;

How is Formen.—The 
Pittsburg Chronicle, speculating on the 
formation of petroleum, says: 

We may set it down as an axiom, 
that nature is not only capable ot pro- 
ducing now, all the artivles that sbe has 
ever produced, bat that she is and will 
continue to produce them until she sub- 
stitutes something better. Perbaps our 
meaning will be better understood by 
applying to it a single article Suppose, 
lor instance. we take the one in which 
we have deep an interest — petroleum 
This is known to be a bydro-carbon. 
composed of two gases. These guses 
are primary elements, indestructible and 
exhaustless iv quantity. One of them 
dydrogen— is a Constituent of water, and 
of cohrse: is téexbunstible as the ocean. 
The other is a censtituent in all vegeta- 
ble ferms and ia many of our rocks. 
One bundred pounds of lime-stone, when 
burned, will weigh. but sixty pounds. 
|The part driven off is carbonic acid. 
Underlying the “Old Rock,” is a stratum 


j of Hmestone, of unknown thickness. but 


knowp to be upwards of one thousand 
feet in depth. The water falling on the 
surface and percolating through the po- 
rons sand-stone that overlies the oil 
rock. becomes charged with salt, potash. 
saitpetre and other chemical ingredients, 
and finuny reaches the limestone rock 


and decomposes it—the carbon uniting}

to form oil, while the oxygen is set free 
to ascend to tbe atmosphere or unite 
with minerals and form oxydes. The re- 
verse of this process is seen in burning 
the oil in a lamp the oxygen im the at- 
mospbere uniting with the carbon iu the 
oil, formiug: carbonic acid, and with the 
hydrogen forming water—thus comple- 
ting the circle. The question is frequent- 
ly asked. when will the oil become ex- 
bansted? We may answer, when the 
‘ocean is, and not before.”

Condition of Peace. 


« In stating a single condition of peace 
| I'mean simply to say that the war will 
reeasé on the part of the Government 
‘whenever it shall have ceased on the 
part ef those who began Lincoln's. 
_ Message, 1864. 
Peace rumors come thick and fast. 
The community is excited about them. 
We have been unable to gather one grain 
of wheat from all the telegraphic chaff 
on the subject. Lees than sixty days 
ago, President Lineoln solemnly de- 
clared to Congress and to the mation the 
words quoted at the commencement of 
this article. We believe that he intend- 
ed both to understand the words as they 
are written We do-nét-beliéve be -has- 
changed his views on the subject. There 
is also much talk about an abandonment 
of the Emancipation prdclaimation in the 


‘event of peace being declared. We meet 
‘this talk with the following words from 


the same message: 
„In presenting: the abandonment of 
armed resistance to the national uuthori- 
ty on the part of the insurgents. as the 
only indispensable condition to ending 
tbe war on the part of the Government. 
I retract nothing heretofore said as to 
slavery. I repeat the declaration made 
a year ago—that while I remain in my 
present position I shall not attempt to 
retract or modify the emancipation pro- 
clamation, nor shall I return to slavery 
any person who is free by terms of that 
proclamation. or by atiy of the Acta.of 
Congress. Ifthe people should. by what- 
ever mode or means, make it my execu- 
tive duty to re-enslave such persons. 
another, and not I, must be their instru- 
ment to perform it.“ 
The President bas declared that be- 
tween the Government and the rebellion 
“the issue is distinct, simple and inflexi. 
ble. It is an issue that can only be tried

@roposed result, if possible. That fail- 
ing. we insist upon the latter. and op- 
pose all propositions aside from these 
two as unworthy of the consideration of 
the Government.
